1 witneſſed ihe-effeAs rotating from this 
mode of prattice, that it is not neceſſary, for 
every perſon in a fever to be kept cloſely con- 
fined to his bed, under a load of bed- clothes, 
and ſupplied with heating drinks. It frequently 
happens, therefore, that no ſooner has. a phy- 
ſician left the room; than the patient is ſupplied 
with warm liquors, the wndows and curtains 
are cloſed, and the bed- elothes, which had been 
removed, are replaced. Such oppoſition to 
the directions of a phyſician, viewed in the moſt 
favourable light, is highly cenſurable: its being, 
in a great meaſure, the effect of ignorance, is 
all that prevents it from being really criminal. 
Among che ſymptoms which occur in this 
fever, no one requires: more care and manage 
ment, than the delirium, which, in general, 
accompanies the diſeaſe, almoſt through its 
whole courſe.
